FOEAKER\LAW IS UPHELD 


Coagress Has Slower to Frescrlbe^n.

Washington, May.28.—In the United 


Elates supreme court yesterday opin- 
ions were handed down in all bat two 
of the cases before that court involving 
the relations of the United States to its 
insular possessions. 
The two cases in 


which no conclusion was announced 
were known as the 14 diamond rings 
case and the second of the Dooley cases. 
The undecided Dooley case deals with a 
phase of the Porto Kiean question, and 
the diamond rings case involves the 
right to the free importation of mer- 
chandise from the Philippines to the 
United States. 


The original intention of the court had 


been to adjourn for the term after yes- 
terday's sitting, but discussion of the 
cases passed on yescerday took about, 
five Lours, so that the court aujouraeu 
until today, when it is presumed the re- 
maining cases will be passed on. 


Of tbe several cases decided yesterday 


the two which attracted the greatest 
sliare of attention ?rom the court wero 
what is known as the De Lima case and 
that known as the Downes case, and 
of these two, the opinion in the Downes 
case is considered the most far-reach- 
ing, as it affects our future relations, 
whereas the De Lima case dealt with .a 
transitional phase of our insular rela- 
tions. 


The De Lima case was the first to re- 


ceive the attention of the court, and, as 
It appeared to be quite sweepingly op- 
posed to the government's contentions, 
many persons precipitately arrived at 
the conclusion that the government had 
been worsted all along the line. 
This 


view suffeied a decided change when 
the conclusion was announced in the 
Downes case. 
The court was. very 


evenly divided on both cases, but polit- 
ical lines were not at all controlling. 


The De Lima case involved the power 


of the government to collect a duty on 
goods imported into the United States 
from Porto Rico after the ratification 
of the treaty of Paris and before the 
passage of the Porto Kican act. The 
court said the government's contention 
in this case was substantially a claim 
that Porto Eico is foreign territory. 
The entire case turned upon that con- 
tention. The court held that the posi- 
tion was not well taken; that Porto 
Rica was not at the time foreign terri- 
tory, and that, therefore, the duty which 
had been collected must be returned. 


The decision in the Downes case fol- 


lowed the- history of the dealings of the 
United Slates with Porto lUco :i step 
farther. 
The case dealt with the le- 


gality of the exaction of duties on 
goods imoprted from Porto Eico into 
New Yolk, after the passage of the 
Foraker act, providing for a duty upon 
goods shipped from the United States 
into Porio Rico, and also on those 
shipped from Porto Itico to the United 
States. 
In this case, the court held 


that such exaction was legal and con- 
stitutional. 


The point of the two opinions, con- 


sidered collectively, is that Porto Rico 
was never, after the acquisition of that 
island, foreign territory; that until con- 
gress acted upon the question no duty 
could be collected, but that as soon as 
congress outlined a method of control- 
ling the island's revenues, that action 
became binding; in other words, that 
congress has power, under the constitu- 
tion, to prc&cnbe the inauner of col- 
lecting the revenues of the country's in- 
eular possessions, and has the right to 
lay a duty on goods imported into our 
insular possessions 
from the United 


States, or exported from them into the 
United States. 


It holds, in brief, that for taxation pur- 


poses they are not a part of the United 
States to the extent that goods shipped 
between their ports and the United 
States are entitled to the same treat- 
ment as though they were shipped be- 
tween Xew York and New Orleans. 


Justice Brown delivered the court's 


opinion in both, and there wore vigorous 
dissenting opinions in both. 
Iu the 


Downes case, four of tbe nine members 
of the court united in an opinion char- 
acterizing in strong language tbe opin- 
ion of the majority in that case. 
In 


this opposing opinion the chief justice 
and Justices Harlan, Brewer and Pack- 
ham united, and (he chief justice and 
Justice Harlan presented their views in 
writing. 
Justices Grav. Shiras. White 


and McKcnna also, while agreeing with 
the conclusion announced by Justice 
Brown, 
announced that 
they had 


reached the conclusion by different lines 
of argument, and Justices Gray, While 
and McKeona announfed opinions out- 
lining their respective positions. Jus- 
tices Shiras, White and McKenna also 
dissented in the De Lima case, uniting 
in an opinion. 
Justice Gray also pre- 


sented an independent and dissenting 
opinion in that case. 


The small court room was crowded to 


repletion throughout the day, prominent 
povernment officials and many attor- 
neys being present, and the proceedings 
fvere followed from start to finish with 
keen interest.

80ME OF THEM ENTOMBED 


Gas, Formed by Coal Dust,1 Explode! 
t With Terrific Force—Many of Tlios* 


Who Were Rescued Are Not Ex- 
pected to Recover From Injuries 


Chattanooga, May 28.— A special from 


Dayton says: 
-At the ttichland miua 


of the Dayton Coalaad Iron company, j 
two miles from Dayton, yesterday of ter- 
noon, a terrific explosion of gas, formed 
by the collection of coal dust, resulted 
In the death of 21 men, all white, and 
most of them married and with families. 


The explosion1 was caused by what 


Js known among miners as a "blown 
blast." 
It is the custom of the miners 


to place blasts and flre them off at quit- 
ting time each afternoon, leaving the 
coal thus thrown down to be loaded and 
liauled from the mine the next mbrning. 
The Richland mine is destitute of water, 
and hence great volumes of fine par 
tides of coal dust, invisible to the naked 
eye, accumulate at the roof of the mine, 
forming a Uighly Inflammable gas. 


Yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock a 


dynamite cartridge was placed in po- 
sition in one of the rooms for a blast 
The miners had just started for the 
mouth of the mine. 
The blast did not 


explode as iutended, but instead a long 
flame shot out of the blast hole, and 
ignited the accumulation of dust. 


Instantly a terrific explosion occurred, 


a seething mass of flame shot to the 
mouth of the mine and extended 300 
feet into the open air, scorching the 
leaves from the nearby trees. 
There 


were 84 men in the mine at the time. 
Four of these escaped with slight in- 
juries. 
Twenty-one were killed and 


nine were terribly burned, most of them 
fatally. 


The force of the explosion caused 


great massts of coal and slate to cave 
in from the roof of the mine, and many 
of the Ill-fated miners were completely 
buried. 


Word quickly reached Dayton and res- 


cue forces were at once organized and 
proceeded to the mine. 
One by one 


the blackened and horribly disfigured 
bodies were taken from ttie debris, and 
carried to the mouth of the mine, where 
they were loaded onto a locomotive and 
carried to Dayton. 


The two undertaking establishments 


at Dayton were turned into improvised 
morgues, where the mangled bodies 
were dressed and prepared for delivery 
to their families. 
All of the men em- 


ployed in this mine were residents of 
Dayton. 


The Richland mine is the property of 


the Dayton Coal and Iron company, 
owned by Glasgow capitalists. 
The 


Company operates an iron furnace at 
Dayton, and operates coal mines in con- 
nection therewith. 


A similar explosion occurred Dec. 23, 


1895, a few hundred feet from where 
yesterday's explosion occurred, at the 
Nelson mine, in wfeieh 28 miners were 
instantly killed.

They had 
heard of the luck of their friends; they 
•bad read in the newspapers of the luck 
of persons they had never heard of, and 
,they concluded to take a flier in the 
Btreet Many of them got out by the 
middle or end of last week, and they 
are richer by thousands, many of them, 
than they were before they speculated. 
Many more staid in too long, and now 
they are many dollars worse off than 
nothing. 
i "A week ago the town was talking 
about the fortunes that had been made 
In Wall street especially by the Chi- 
cago crowd. The fact is, that many of 
ithe fortunes were paper fortunes. The 
fortunate ones were still in the mar- 
ket, not having been content to close 
out and make tlieir profits. The ma- 
jority of these were small traders who 
couldn't stand a squeeze, and now 
they are tiroke.' Blue Thursday will 
be remembered longer by more people 
than 40 days Ifke the Black Friday." 
, At the Produce Exchange just after 
11 o'clock on Thursday morning a cab 
drove up, and a colored manservant 
helped an elderly woman to the street. 
She might have been 60 years old and 
was dressed in black, although not In 
mourning. She hurried Into the Prod- 
uce Exchange building and went up 
in the elevator to the Stock Exchange 
floor. Calling a messenger boy, she 
told him to call out a certain broker. 
In a few moments the boy came back 
with the statement that the broker 
Was not then on the floor. 


"What is the price of United States 


Bteel preferred?" asked the woman of 
the messenger. The boy told her that 
the last quotation was 87. The woman 
seemed about to collapse, and her 
servant stepped forward to support 
her. She collected herself somewhat 
and then buried her face in her hand- 
kerchief and wept as if she had been 
suddenly afflicted with a great grief* 
The colored man kept suggesting that 
It would be better to go home, and 
finally the woman consented. As she 
went down the Produce Exchange 
eteps to the street she was heard to 
Bay: 
i. "Jackson, I'm utterly and completely 
ruined.

came." 


The secretary to the president of one 


of the largest banks in town left the 
bank shortly after 3 Thursday after- 
noon to catcjj ^ train for bis home in 
the suburbs. A trlofld met him as he 
was leaving the bank and noticed that 
be seemed to be all broken up about 
something.

prodigious. It was the real thing in 
the way of hard luck stories that one 
heard, and it was easy to see that the 
wounds wbtefc bad been Inflicted were 
ileep and painful. There was pande- 
monium OB the Stock Exchange, but 
the scenes there were not to be com- 
pared with those enacted in the offices 
where the women trade. As the tick- 
ers showed that prices were going 
down and down until it seemed as if 
there was no bottom to the market the 
women who were gathered round the 
tickers, 10 and 15 and a score deep, 
simply went clean off their heads. It 
was really pitiful to hear some of the 
Btories they told. Some of them had 
borrowed money to speculate with, and 
so long as prices kept advancing they 
believed that there was practically no 
end to the money they might make. 
One young matron told a rather star- 
tling story, in the overflow of her feel- 
ings, of how she had been led Into 
temptation. 


"Mrs. So-and-so told me of the money 


i she had haen making down here on 


?ou," she said, "ana l didn't see wny i 
couldn't do just as well as she had 
done. I spoke to my husband about it, 
and he told me the best thing I could 
do would be to forget whatever Mrs. 
So-and-so had told me. Then he mada 
me mad by saying that only women 
who were ill bred and vulgar ever went 
down into Wall street to speculate. If 
•he hadn't said that, If he hadn't made 
me mad, maybe I wouldn't have come 
down, and I wish I hadn't. 


"I didn't have any money to start 


With, and so I went to Blank's [the 
young woman mentioned the name of 
one of the leading dry goods stores] 
'and got them to give me $300 In cash 
and charge it to my husband's ac- 
count. Last Thursday I was $7,000 
winner. I bad no idea that the nasty 
things would go down the way they 
have, and so I staid In. Now I am 
utterly cleaned out, and, what's more, 
I owe this broker pretty nearly $300. 
He knows my husband, and he en- 
couraged me by putting up some mar- 
gin for me. How in the world I will 
ever be able to make all this good 
without telling Jack is more than I 
know." 


The old time room traders were hit 


harder than they have been in years. 
The short interest In Northern Pacific, 
outside the big men, was large, and 
anybody who had other lines of stocks 
just dumped them on the market In the 
hope of realizing enough to make good 
their shorts. At 11 o'clock Wall street 
could best be described as General 
Sherman once described war In a word. 
It was, in truth, hell. But just when 
everybody was sure tha^ he and every- 
body else were ruined, the New York 
News lyisreau sent over the wires an 
announcement which literally stemmed 
the downward current of prices, and as 
soon as its meaning was generally ap- 
preciated gave to the market a new 
grip on itself. The announcement was 
as follows: 


"J. P. Morgan & Co. and Knhn, Loeb 


& Co. have just agreed not to enforce 
dellwries on Northern Pacific com- 
mon today." 


When this news became generally 


known through Wall street everybody 
felt easier, and it was said later in the 
day that the .announcement had pre- 
vented many failures. 


The scenes !n the large brokers' of- 


fices served to bring out violent con- 
trasts in human nature as the ticker 
beat out the word "Ruin" for various 
small traders. 
One man had been 


studying the tape Intently for half an 
hour, in which prices had steadily 
crashed down. Suddenly he straight- 
ened up. "I've just dropped $30,000, 
and I am ruined," he remarked non- 
chalantly. Then he lighted a cigar and 
strolled slowly out of the office. 


A minute afterward another man 


looked up from the tape with a haggard 
face. "My God!" he stammered. "I've 
lost $4,000! Think of it—$4,000! What 
shall I do? Oh, what shall I do?" Then 
he burst into tears and staggered out, 
declaring that he would "get full of 
whisky and try to forget the d rob- 
bers." "That man," asserted the bro- 
ker, "still has $10,000 invested In this 
ofiSce."

Yankee ingenuity and commercial 


vigor are doing wonderful things in the 
Holy Land, according to a specinl dis- 
patch from \Vashington to the New 
York Post. Until a few years ago it 
wiis said that if one of the prophets 
had returned to the see ass of his earth- 
ly activities he would have bad little 
difficulty lu recognizing them except 
for the change in the character of the 
population. The hills and valleys of 
old Judcea had otherwise taken little 
note of the flight of the centuries. But 
our consuls write to the department of 
state that times are changing even in 
Palestine and Syria. The railway from 
Joppa to Jerusalem, at first an experi- 
ment, lias been put upon a psying ba- 
sis, and other lines which will connect 
it with points of interest up and down 
the valley of the Jordan have been pro- 
jected or are actually in course of 
building. In Jerusalem there are now 
electric 
lights, 
telephones, 
phono- 


graphs, sanitary plumbing, modern 
stores, houses built with "all modern 
improvements" and, 'in short, most of 
the comforts of civilized life. Trolley 
lines are talked of to connect Jenusa- 
lem with Bethany, Bethlehem, the lake 
of Galilee, Samaria, Jericho, Nazareth 
and other places made familiar through 
Bible history. With the introduction 
of these insignia of modern activity the 
Palestine of the past will vanish. 


It Is related that an American travel- 


ing salesman recently went to Jerusa- 
lem and Beirut and In one day sold 
merchandise of an up to date type to 
the amount of $3,800. Commission 
houses for the handling of American 
goods have been opened In nearly 
every city and town of Importance in 
Palestine and Syria, and In many In- 
stances they are conducted by wide 
awake American business men. 
In 


a single month this year one of the 
houses imported American leather to 
the value of $700. Another has estab- 
lished a market for American flour 
and predicts that in a few years the 
people of the Holy Land will be good 
consumers oi this staple. Cheap Amer- 
ican watches are in demand and have 
been sold to scores of the natives, who 
regard them with Increasing favor. 


More than 200 phonographs were re- 


cently sent there, one-half going to 
Damascus and the rest to Jerusalem 
and nearby places. 
The best cus- 


tomers for talking machines, it is said, 
are the Moslems of Beirut, Jerusalem 
and Damascus, who buy them for their 
harems. 
One commission house at 


Beirut has bought, according to G, Bie 
Ravndal, the American consul, a $350 
windmill from an Illinois firm and win 
erect it on the Bakaa plain. This firm 
Is confident that there is to be an im- 
portant market for windmills in Pales- 
tine and Syria and for irrigation ma- 
chinery of all sorts. Rich foreigners 
are figuring to secure control of some 
of the once fertile valleys of the coun- 
try, and should they succeed there will 
he an attempt to make them again 
a "land flowing with milk and honey." 


Speaking once more of windmills, a 


17 horsepower machine has been In- 
stalled in the interior west of the Jor- 
dan, 
for flour grinding purposes, and 


another large one, bought in Chicago, 
is just going up at Yafa, Even Ameri- 
can beer has found its way into the 
country. One firm has sold to date 519 
cases of 48 bottles each, and another 
has recently received 150 cases direct 
from Milwaukee. The municipality of 
Beirut has added a $3,300 steam street 
roller to its public equipment, and this 
is the oaly steam roller now in Turkey 
in Asia, although the way is opening 
for others. 


It would be a long story to tell of all 


the articles of American make which 
are now selling in the land of promise, 
but the latest, according to consular 
advices, are cotton fabrics, rope, shoes, 
clocks, paper, carriage leather, bicycles, 
coal, wire nails, paints, hardware, elec- 
trical novelties of all sorts, iron bars, 
steel beams, wel) drilling machinery, 
garden tools, a fine line of agricultural 
machinery, canned meat, commeal, oat- 
meal, mechanics' tools, «tc. Wire nails 
to the value of almost $5,000 were sold 
In Syria last year, all coming from the 
United States. 


Thus is ancient Syria giving place to 


modern Syria, and the work is going 
forward with a will. Important com- 
mercial concesMaos have been secured 
from the sultan, who appears to be fa- 
vorably disposed to the modernizing of 
this part of his dominions and Is watch- 
ing the experiment with Interest. The 
Turkish authorities have themselves 
been buyers of American wares. With- 
in the last year they have arranged for 
the sinking of a large number of wells 
along the historic pilgrimage route to 
Mecca and are providing them with 
windmills. In this way it is believed 
that the hardships of the annual pil- 
grimage can be loosened and the pil- 
grims kept in reasonably good health. 
The sickness of former years, it is as- 
serted, has been almost entirely due to 
the impure water aSang the route.

ADMINISTRATION UPHELD 


A majority of the 
supreme 
court 


decides that the constitution does not 
follow the flag. The republican ad- 
ministration is upheld and the United 
States has power to hold the new pos- 
sessions as territory belonging to the 
"United States and may legislate 
for 


their people. In tb<» opinion of the su- 
preme court, while these island posses- 
sions belong to the United States and 
are not foreign territory they do not 
.term part of the United States draw- 
ing over themselves all the rights and 
privileges guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion without these rights and privileges 
being extended to them by act of con- 
gress. 


The decisions of the 
court 
handed 


down yesterday decides many 
points 


that in a superficial view seem con- 
flicting' and make the opinions seem 
conflicting or antagonistic when not 
carefully 
examined. The 
decisions 


treated of our relations with 
Porto 


Rico, -which, of course, stands 
equal 


with the Philippines and 
over whoss 


status the last presidential 
camDai^n 


was manly fought. One decision, 
of 


the court had to do with duties col- 
lected 
from the time the treaty with 


Spain was ratified until the time of the 
passage by congress of the Porto Rican 
act, which defined the status 
of 
the 


island and gave the island a form of 
government. 
Duties imposed and col- 


lected between these periods are held 
by the court to have T,een illegally im- 
posed and collected because during that 
period Porto Rico was not foreign ter- 
ritory within the meaning- of the tariff 
law,s. That is it was 
not 
foreign 


because having no foreign government 
and belonging to no foreign 
power, 


that it ceased to be foreign by tha 
treaty with Spain and that up to th3 
time of the passage of the Porto R,;can 
act the island was simply territory be- 
longing to the United States and with- 
out its relations to the United Statea 
being settled by congress. 


At this point the important part of 


the supreme court's decision comes 
in. The court continues 
and 
holds 


that congress has the power to fix th> 
•tatus of Porto Rico and 
that con- 


gress 
actually did fix the status of 


Porto Rico, and constitutionally 
so, 


•when it passed the Foraker act for the 
government of the island and the es- 
tablishing of its commercial relations 
with the United States. The tariffs im 
posed by this act are 
cor\<Uitutio;ia!, 


the court holds, and the limited trovern 
»ent given the island by this act is 
constitutional also. Thus the mere ac- 
quiring of territory does not 
extend 


the constitution over the territory and 
congress alone has the power to ex- 
tend the constitution to territory 
ac- 


auired by treaty, conquest or other- 
Wise. Plainly, then, /he United Stites 
jnay acquire, hold and govern terri- 
tory as it sees fit. the will of tho peo- 
ple as expressed through 
congress 


being the sovereign i>ower. 


By the decision of the highest trib- 


unal in the land the United States 5s 
clothed with full sovereignty. 


OWNERSHIP 


was made la reply to a question nut 
by David Bonnar, who was the advo- 
cate of municipal 
ownership at last 


night's heari-ip- in the council chamber. 
The statement made by I>r. Bascom 
is true and holds good regarding all 
forms of public ownership, from the 
public ownership of a great railroad 
system to the public ownership of 
a 


city's lighting plant. 


Much as it may be 
lamented 
£>v 


theorists, the incentive of profit is a 
far greater s->ur than 
incentive 
of 


public service. The prospect of profit 
stimulates enterprise, and the result 
is a service to the public that would 
never come about 
from any 
other 


source, 
We have today in North Ad- 


ams a satisfactory 
street 
railroad, 


system, a system that has 
already 


suggested public ownersship of it to 
those who are bothered more or less 
with the socialistic 
idea. But with 


reference to that street railroad sys- 
tem we desire to 
ask a 
Question. 


Would it have been possible to have 
induced North Adams and 
Adams as 


towns to jointly vote to take the risk 
of building the first line of this sys- 
tem at the time it was undertaken as 
a private enterprise? A proposition to 
build the first line would have been 
hooted out of both, town 
meetings. 


And there is no doubt whatever that 
not one of the street railroad exten- 
sions in Northern 
Berkshire 
would 


have been undertaken by the public at 
the time they were undertaken, with 
such slim prospect of reward. The il- 
lustration afforded by the street rail- 
road system is a fair one. Its 
first 


risk and its anticipation of growth as 
the source of its reward and profit are 
common to all enterprises ,to gas com 
panies, to electric lighting companies 
and to the business houses that supply 
the necessities of life. 


The superiority of public service by 


private enterprise over public service 
by public ownershp is so obvious tfiat 
debate is laughable. There is, then, 
just one question that calls for discus- 
sion and settlement in the case of 
public ownership 
against 
private 


ownership and that is the question 
of the price the public shall pay for 
the service. In public service by private 
corporations where, in the nature of 
things, competition is excluded, such 
as in gas or electric lighting, t he 
tendency is to keep the price as high 
as possible and reap the highest pos- 
sible profit. The high pricts need not 
be permitted and, if once permitted, 
need not be 
tolerated. A city may. 


inform itself, and 
by the power of 


public sentiment or by taking advan- 
tage of the ways provided by law, 
put the price to a reasonable 
level 


and keep it there. Public service 
is 


better done by private 
enterprise and 


well directed nublic 
sentiment 
can 


make the pi ice right. 


It is clear, then that public owner- 


ship is a last resort, or should be 
a 


last resort. When all 
means fail to 


get public service at a reasonable price 
from a private corporation then pub- 
lic ownership may be called in. But 
even this last resort 
should not 
be 


hastily availed of. It is by no means 
settled that nubhc ownership is always 
a method of obtaining public serviea 
with economy. On the contrary, imb- 
lic ownership in many cases has de- 
generated into a private snap, asnapfor 
the politican and his supporters and 
that numerous individual who can do 
nothing but who is always looking for 
a, public job. 


We are quite well off in North Ad- 


ams. Our public service is reasonably 
good and at a fairly reasonable price^ 
Compared with other cities, even in 
Massachusetts we are 
fortunate. 
A 


discussion on the theory of municipal 
ownership is alwayjs interesting, but 
for anybody to discuss it in this city 
with the idea of applying it here is 
about as absurd as it would be to pro- 
pose precautionary measures for this 
community against the plague when it 
breaks out in Bombay.

street lighting, and Mr, Bonnar said 
that was the Intention. 


COL, RICHARDSON'S ANSWER 


Colonel Richardson started off as If 


ho ware conducting a class in the 
catechism, with Mr. Bonnar as the 
star pupil. lie said he didn't quite 
understand Mr. Bonnar's motive Sn 
his attitude, and asked it it were for 
the public good, 


'•Yes," saiu Mr. Bonnar. 
"Have you had the idea for some 


time?" asked the colonel. 


"Yes," said Mr. Bonnar, adding a 


few words on the general interest in 
the subject throughout the state. 


The colonel then asked some more 


questions concerning the municipal 
figures for Taunton, and then showed 
that these figures needed revising. 
This difference between Mr. Bonnar's 
figures and 
his own illustrated, he 


said, the danger 
of making state- 


ments greatly out of proportion, as so 
many places used water power and so 
many run their street lamps only a 
part of the time. 


He then gave a brief outline of the 


history of the local company. Formed 
35 years ago, it has a capital vt $50,- 
000 and a debt of $60,000. Its dividends 
have averaged 4% per cent during thai! 
time, giving less return for the money 
invested during the entire 35 yearti 
than the savings bank, because at thu 
beginning of the period interest rates 
were higher. For the first 17 years 
not a dollar was paid iru. dividends, 
and during the last 15 years there had 
been unsolicited reductions' in 
the 


price of lighting amounting to almost 
50 per cent. 


He then analyzed the accounts of 


the Chicago municipal concern, show- 
that the previous figures given did 
not tell the whole story, and that the 
indirect expenses added greatly 
to 


the amounts given by Mr. Bonnar as 
expenses. 


As showing the difference between 


private and public ownership, he re- 
ferred to the law requirng the estab- 
lishment of a sinking fund or its 
equivalent where there is municipal 
ownership and 
emphasized the fact 


that the city must pay 'lie interest and 
sinking fund whether the plant makes 
money or not, whereas a private con- 
cern pays dividends only when there is 
a »roat. 


If this city's water 
works 
were 


owned by a private corporation the 
city1 debt would be only 
$200,000 in- 


stead of $1,100,000, and the tax 
levy 


would b« greatly decreased, while be- 
tween $8000 and $9000 would come to 
the city in taxes for the water works 


The advantages of private owner- 


ship are large, especially in view of 
the rigid laws of Massachusetts for 
lighting companies. 


Hardly an Orderly Incident 


He then asked Mr. Bonnar if It was 


to secure lower prices that this move- 
ment was be<run_ 


"No," said Mr. Bonnar, 
explaining 


that is was on account of the amount 
to be saved to the city. 


Then followed several rapid ques- 


tions and answers which quickly took 
on the aspect of a contest of 
wits, 


with some rather pointed retorts which 
Chairman Perry 'interrupted, sayine 
that this was hardly keeping the hear- 
ing an orderly one and requesting the 
two speakers to state their arguments.

running for each 
lamp a night, 


v, bile in North Adams it is 2 1-5 cants 
an hour a light while the average cost 
in cities having the same conditions 
as are found here is 2' 7-10 an hour i 
light.

losses in municipal 
lighting 
plants 


throughout the state, 
showing only 


one out of 14 that had f-py profit from 
this source. Peabody, wliich had a 'oss 
of $3879 is the only one which is strict- 
ly comparable to North Adams in con- 
ditions 
and ha read detailed figures 


for the municiapl 
lighting1 of that 


town, showing that the 290 customers 
there paying $9 a year each towards the 
cost of the street lighting.

the trouble in Holyoke was to est- 
mate the value 'of a water power. 


The mayor asked how the city could 


make the ,plant pay if it eost $250,000. 
when the company had paid so littld 
for 35 years 
on an investment of 


$50,000 


A rambling discussion followed this 


question, and seemed likely to con- 
tinue indefinitely between the two dis- 
putants, 
until City Solicitor Ash-t 


brought things to a stop by pointing 
out that the difference between the 
two was one of who should have the 
unearned increment, a questfMi Ion 
which they never could agree. 


This time the hearing was adjourned 


by the fading away of the listeners.

New Law. 
Interferes With 


Special Banquets 


The decision pf Attorney General 


Knowlton, as reported 
in Saturday's 


Transcript, that the 58 hour law for 
women and minors applies to hotels as 
well as to manufacturing and mercan- 
tile establishments, has set the state 
police at work notifying the hotels of 
the fact and seeing that, it is enforced. 


State Inspector Dam of this city re- 


ceived instructions this morning from 
Chief Wade of the state police to pro- 
vide all the hotels in this dlfUrict with 
the time-table blanks which are now 
to be required in all hotels, and all the 
local hotels were provided with them 
todav. 


The requirement Is that a schedule 


must be posted in every hotel, show- 
Ing just what hours on each day in the 
week the women and minors employed 
in the establishment work. 


Mr. Dam will notify Ptttsnefd" 
ho- 


tels and the other hotels through this 
district of the law within a few days. 


As far as local hotels are concerned, 


the 'aw does not make any great dif- 
ference In the work-Tig hours of the 
waitresses, since they «lo 
not 
work 


more than 68 hours a week regularly. 
In some of the hotels, however, whera 
women are employed as cooks, the law 
will cause trouble, some of the cooks 
in local hotels having been in the habit 
of working on an average of 70 hours 
a week. 


One hotel man said this afternoon 


that the chief difficulty would be 
in 


posting a schedule of the hours of the 
waitresses that could be 
held to, in 


view of the fact that very frequently 
special dinners and suppers served to 
private parties made it necessary for 
the waitresses to work outside 
the 


usual meal hours. 
The time tables 


required specify the hours when the 
employes begin and stop work very 
strictly. 


Another point that has been suggest- 


ed is that the serving of baTiquets in 
the evenings will make trouble, as it 
will require work outside the schedule 
time, and also be in danger of adding 
to the hours of work so that they wjl] 
reach more than 58 hours in the week. 


Altogether the new law Is not very 


favorably received by the local hotel 
men, 
who think the restrictions 
im- 


posed are rather severe for -the con- 
ditions ur.4er which hotel work 
Is 


done.

From Official Source* the General 
Gives Them a Chance to "Work, 


1 General Merrill on Hazing. 
I 
! Three of the five rorletp who were 
'dismissed from the Military academy 
the other day and who left West Point 
on the 1:18 train the same day, bound 
for "Washington, as was generally un- 
derstood, to get their combined govern- 
mental "pulls" at work for a modifica- 
tion of their sentences, took a second 
thought on this plan after they reached 
New York and decided to see what 
could lie done in the way of getting 
'employment, says the New York Sun. 
These three young men are Raymond 
'A. Linton, John A. Cleveland and B. 
O. Mahaffy. Lintors barring his partic- 
ipation in the recent crazy outbreak of 
mutiny, bore a particularly good repu- 
tation, and the su^rlntendent of the 
academy dismissed him with genuine 
regret. Mahaffy had been a very con- 
spicuous light in the disaffected clique, 
as'had Cleveland. 


, I Mahaffy before he left West Point 


] called on the superintendent and to!d 
! liim frankly that he TK-as going to 


Washington to endeavor to get a modi- 
fication of the sentence. The nest the 
superintendent heard from him was in 
a telephone conversation with General 
Francis V. Greene of New York. Gen- 
eral Greene made an appointment by 
telegraph the other evening with Colo- 
nel Mills to talk with the colonel over 
the long distance phone. The conversa- 
tion proved to be about Mahaffy. Ma- 
liaffy, General Greene said, Trith two 
others of the recently dismissed cadets, 
Cleveland and Linton, had called to see 
him and had told him that they did 
not want to go home, but did want to 
go to work at something if it were pos- 
sible to get employment Mahaffy said 
he coald not go home and would not 
ask for money. The others made prac- 
tically the same statement. Mahaffy 
acted as spokesman and said they had 
applied to General Greene as an old 
[West Pointer who could appreciate 
their peculiar position better than 
could an outsider. 


Genera! Greene told them frankly 


^hat he bad no sympathy for them in 
their tr&uble, but that he would talk 
'over the phone with Colonel Mills and 
Secretary Root, and if there were noth- 
ing against their personal character he 
would see what could be done. Colonel 
Mills, so far from putting any obstacle 
,in the way, told General Greene that 
there was nothing against the young 
'men save offenses that involved insub- 
ordination to discipline and regula- 
tions, and he particularly commended 
Linton. The response from Secretary 
Root was equally favorable. So when 
Mahaffy, Cleveland and Linton called 
on General Greene the flest day to get 
their answer they were told that they 
could have employment with the Na- 
tional Asphalt company, of which Gen- 
eral Greene is president. Then the 
young men came forward with a new 
proposition. . They -wanted General 
Greene to hold the places open to them 
until they went to Washington to see 
what they could do in the way of get- 
ting reinstated in the Military acade- 
my. This proposition General Greene 
emphatically rejected. He told them 
,that his offer was either to take or re- 
ject aad that if they went to Washing- 
ton on any such errand as they pro- 
posed he would wash his hands of the 
^holo business and have nothing more 
to do with them. The only concession 
he would make was to give them one 
night in which to think it over. 
; The other two dismissed cadets, Hen- 
ry L. Bowlby and T. F. Kellar, are 
supposed to be using all their influence 
to make the entire five hang together 
'In a united exercise of "pull" at Wash- 
^ngton. The three who talked with 
General Greene are not so confident of 
the success of this move as are the 


( other two. Colonel Mills told Mahaffy 
', ,that none of them need hope for any 
{[yielding whatever on his part from the 


position, he had taken, and this un- 
^oubtedly had its effect in influencing 
|the three to go looking for employ- 
iment. 
1 It is impossible to exaggerate the Im- 
portance all the officers of the post at 
West Point attach to the government 
sustaining in every particular the ac- 
tion of the West Point authorities in 
this matter. Of course the officers are 
not talking to be quoted on this point, 
but it may be stated as a fact that the 
sentiment among tuem is unanimous. 
General Merritt, who was interviewed 
at West Point, said that if there were 
any interference with the punishment 
Inflicted it would put matters back to 
a worse condition than they had ever 
'been before. 


"The action that has been taken," he 


'said, "was precisely the proper action, 
land the only danger is that there may 
be some modification of it. If it is per- 
mitted to stand, it means more to eradi- 
cate hazing than anything that has 
been done in years. The attitude the 
cadets had assumed here with their 
'agreements' and their 'understanding' 
with their superiors was preposterous. 
I think the class organizations have 
a good deal to do with it. The class or- 
ganizations, with their class cheers and 
other nonsense, arc something new 
since my time. I understand that the 
class presidents issue orders for the 
government of the classes, and I even 
have been informed that on one occa- 
sion tho first (senior) class issued such 
on order for the government of the en- 
tire corps. In other words, the cadets 
sit in judgment on the orders of their 
Superiors and talk about 'compromises' 
and •agreements' about the enforce- 
ment of regulations. 


"I do not say lhat there are not too 
; many rules and regulations, that tho 
1 cadet is not too much bound hand and 


foot with them. I am inclined to think 


j llmt may be the case. But that has 
1 flothlng whatever to do with conduct 
| »«ch as has been just now punished. 
: 
"During the tlaic I was superintend- 


ent here I found that rny efforts to 


j eradicate lin/ing were bruspered by the 


action of numbers of the 
board. In fact, I was on one occasion 
lirongly tempted 'io bring two mem- 
bers of the acadoiiic board to court 
martial for encouraging Insubordina- 
tion. I did cause the removal of one or 
two 
of the professors. 
Then the 


women have a bad influence upon the 
cadets in this respect—the mothers and 
sisters, I mean. Of course the women 
sustain the authorities, but they sym- 
pathize with the cadets. This haa had 
a tendency to encourage the cadets In 
hazing aiid kindred breaches of dis- 
cipline." 


Only those who know the inside his- 


tory of the war upon hazing know with 
what difficulty it lias been carried on 
to its present triumphant conclusion. 
The insubordination > hich has just 
had its climax is a mutter of no recent 
growth. It did not have its origin and 
development in Colonel Mills' adminis- 
tration. It Is only Colonel Mills' reso- 
lute determination to stamp it out for 
once and for all which has made him 
conspicuous in connection with It. 


The spirit which led to what may be 


very properly, called the mutiny of 
April 1(3 last was a spirit that goes 
back In its inception to fully 12 years 
ago. 
Aud at the bottom of this In- 


subordinate spirit there was just one 
cause—hazing. Hazing has been at the 
root of all the evils in connection with 
the discipline of the academy since 
those evils began. It was hushed up 
in times gone by. Latterly It has been 
dragged to the lighr. 


As an instance of how the hazing 


was hushed up In *he past, one case 
may be cited. During the time, not 
very long ago, of a former superin- 
tendent of the academy, the surgeon 
came in haste one night to the com- 
mandant of cadets and told him that a 
cadet had just been brought to the hos- 
pital from the summer camp in a state 
of complete collapse, that his tempera- 
ture was 105 and that he, the surgeon, 
feared he was going to die. The cadet's 
condition, the surgeon explained, was 
the result of the horribly barbarous 
hazing to which be had been subjected. 
The commandant went to the hospital 
and questioned the cadet. In his semi- 
hysterical weakened condition the ca- 
det did what he never would have done 
had he had full possession of his facul- 
ties—he told who had hazed him. 
There were three of these brutes, and 
the cadet named them all. The coin- 
rnaEdant reported the names to the su- 
perintendent of the academy, and not 
one of the hazers was so much as repri- 
manded. The ringleader among them 
Is now an officer in the army= 
The 


cadet did not dief but for a time his 
life hung on a thread. 


Those who know of this incident of 


the past and of the scores of others 
like them which went unpunished are 
not in the least surprised that the ca- 
dets got the impression that they ran 
the academy and that rules and regu- 
lations and even direct? orders were 
matters to be passed upon by the su- 
perior judgment of the corps as a high- 
er tribunal. 
The situation in a way 


was farcical—more like the discipline 
which prevailed on EL M. S. Pinafore 
than in a school supposed to be under 
iron military rule, and no stronger il- 
lustration of the state of mind that had 
grown up in the corps can be given 
than the fact that the cadets punished 
for the recent outrageous riot are in- 
clined to regard themselves in the light 
of martyrs to tyranny. 


They were willing to "compromise," 


to have "agreements," to meet their 
superior officers half way in coming to 
a compromise as to what orders should 
and should not be obeyed. In this they 
felt themselves rather magnanimous 
than otherwise. It was as though a 
company of troops who had received a 
specific order to march somewhere or 
do something offered to appoint a com- 
mittee and arbitrate. All that was 
wanting to give a complete opera bouffe 
color to the attitude of the cadets was 
a board of walking- delegates. 


And it all grew out of hazing, and 


nothing else. And now tho pass is 
reached where hazing has got to go. 
Under the extended regulations drawn 
up by Colonel Mills and heartily ap- 
proved by Secretary Itoot and General 
Corbin and now in full force it is man- 
datory upon tho superintendent to sup- 
press hazing. He has got to do it No 
one doubts that it will be done. 


The cadets will go into camp in a 


few days, and when they do they will 
be informed Orst that if there is any 
hazing it will be found out, and when 
found out the hazers will stand, not 
upon the order of their going, but will 
march at once and never to come back.

TRICKS OF WATCHES. 


Little Things That 5I=y Make Onf 


Timepieces Fail. 


Watches often suffer from changes of 


temperature. 
After a watch has been 


worn nest to a warm body all day it 
should not he left oveinisht on cold mar- 
ble or near an open window. The cold 
is likely to contract the metal pivots and, 
however sh?htly, tighten up the works. 
The nest raou'.ing, for no apparent rea- 
son, one's watch will be found to be los- 
ing time. 


It frequently happens that watches are 


slightly magnetized jjy static electricity 
given off by the human body. It has been 
found that dark people are more likely to 
exert this. inDuence over their watches. 
This influence is, besides, more common 
among women than with men. 
Persons 


of this &ort can never hope to carry the 
correct time unless they carry tlieir 
watches in rubber or steel cases. 


Never lay your watch down for the 


Eight in a horizontal position. 
It shouul 


always be hung vertically, as it is carried 
during the day. 
If the pivot of the bal- 


ance wheel be in the least worn, this 
change of position tends to loosen the 
"cap jewel." 


Every one has had a -watch suddenly 


stnp for no apparent reason and go on 
Again when slishtly shaken. 
This may 


not happen once in a year, but all watches 
aie liable to such an accident. This ia 
due usually to the catching of the delicate 
hairspring;. It is caused by ^omo sudden 
movement such as jumping on or off a 
car. 
The jolt must come at tho exact 


fraction of a second when the spring is in 
position to cnteh, so that the chances of 
such nn arcident are rare. 
A watch 


should be oiled every 38 months. The oil 
dries up in tUfa time-, as n rule, aad if the 
mechanism bo run with the oil dry it 
quickly wears out. 


In examining a watch, oil jewelers fol- 


low the same p!an. They first look to see 
if the hnnds are caught. If the fault lies 
deeper, they next take out the balance 
wheel and examine the pin and pivots. 
Next they let down the mainspring nnd 
examine the wheels. It sometimes hap- 
pens that a jeweler will not find the cause 
of the trouble for day*. The most diffi- 
cult disorder to locate is a slight bur on 
one of the whoel*. 


Many jewelers have collected fees for 


repairing watches when the watches re- 
fuse to go merely because they have run 
down. Women are said to be the be^t 
customers of the watch doctor, sincn they 
seldom wind theit1 watches regularly. A 
watch should be wound early in the day, 
nnd not, as is the common practice, at 
bedtir e. Tho renson for this is that the 
sprhif, is then tightest during the day 
while the watch is being cnrriod nnd ia 
less sensitive.—Philndc'.phia Times,

that there should be lu America a bank

BOY COMMITS THEFT, 


Store Entered, Money Drawer Smash- 


ed and Small Sum Secured—po- 


lice Make Quick Arrest. 


The bicycle store of 
Curran & 


Powers on the corner of Dean and 
Center streets, was broken into early 
Monday evening by Joseph Marsh, 
about 13 years old. He used a screw 
driver to pry open the money drawer 
and secured $6.85. 
The police wera 


iiotifled and within an hour of the dis- 
covery the boy was arrested and tha 
money was returned. 


Owing to the rain Monday evening 


the store was closed about 8.45 o'clock 
by Frank Cassidy. an employe. The 
cash was counted by W. F. Kirkpat- 
rick, who conducts the repair shop, 
and left in the drawer for one of the 
firm who was expected at the store 
later. 


It wag just 9.20 o'clock when P. D. 


Powers of the firm went te the store 
and found the money drawer smash- 
ed and its contents gone. It is a com- 
bination drawer and the bottom of 14 
was smashed and lay on,the floor be- 
side a screw driver. A look in the 
repair shop showed that a rear win- 
dow next to the alleyway In the rear 
of Collins' block was smashed 
and 


there were foot prints on the window 
sill and flnger marks on the broken 
window. 


During the early part tof the even- 


ing Mr. Powers had noticed a small 
boy in the store and from the marks 
on the window, this boy was sus- 
pected. The police were notified and 
Chief Curran with Captain Hodecker 
went to the store and after learning 
the boy's name from Mr. Cassidy they 
went to Marsh's htane on High street 
and arrested him. 
« 


The boy was in bed, but was not 


asleep. He denied any knowledge <of 
the affair, but finally when the police 
began searching 
outside the house, 


he admitted he stole and hid the mon-! 
ey under the piazza at his home. He 
had tied It in his hanafceichief and 
buried it in the dirt. He tooK !t from 
the hole in the ground ana gave it to 
the chief. The handkerchief contain- 
ed $625, all in silver. 


The police brought him to the store 


and the money was identified and the 
boy was locked up. He said he watrft- 
ed Mr. Cassidy until he Cocked up the 
store and went to thr lu'ich cart on 
Center street. Mash 
then pushed 


in the window and walked av»ay. He 
waited a few minutes and asemg no 
one about crawled through the broken 
pane of glass, took a screw driver 
from the repair shop and did the job. 


The amount recovered was 60 cents 


short of what the drawer contained, 
but the boy denied he spent any of It 
until it was found out that he had 
spent 10 cents in the lunch cart for a 
cup 'of coffee and a sandwich. The re- 
mainder he could not or -would not ac- 
count for. 


In court this morning he pleaded 


guilty, and although Curran and Pow- 
ers did not wish to push the casa 
Judge Bixby said he would hold hiiri 
until the arrival of the state agent. 


The boy is bright, but has a bad rec- 


ord. 
He has been in court 
several 


times for larceny and was allowed to 
go on probation only last Saturday 
morntng, on a continued case for the 
larceny of chickens.

Hetr System Provided For Ventilat- 


ing; Hell of (lie House ot Repre» 
•cutatlvea — Electricity Instead of 
Steam to Be Kjucil In Operating Ma- 
chluerj—Mahogany FornUhlnes. 


A new system of ventilation is being 


Installed In the great hall of the house 
of representatives, writes the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Bun. Three years were spent in prepar- 
ing the plans, and It is believed that 
the new system will answer all require- 
ments for many years to come. 


The air for the house of representa- 


tives comes in fiwm a towei in the 
•outhwest corner of the grounds sur- 
rounded by lawns and open spaces, 
•where the air is always pure. 


IE will be drawn into the capltol by a 


fan 12 feet in diameter. The British 
are proud of their fan of Lalf the size. 
After being moistened to the proper de- 
gree the air will be forced through 
ducts to an air chamber to be con- 
structed under the floor of the house. 
Heretofore the ventilation has been ac- 
complished by means of a large num- 
ber of air ducts under the floor running 
in many different directions. When the 
old floor was torn up, the ducts were 
found to be filled partly with filth of all 
kinds, including sweepings, paper, to- 
bacco, cigar stumps, etc., which had 
been thrown down the old ventilators 
and which it had been Impossible to re- 
move. The new arrangement provides 
for an air chamber under the entire 
floor which will be from two to five 
feet in height, according to the slope 
of the floor. It will be lined with glaz- 
ed tiles and can readily be cleaned. 


The floor will be double and rise from 


the speaker's desk to the rear like the 
floor of an amphitheater. On that floor 
will be set the rises for the rows of 
desks and seats. The former will be 
solid from aisle to aisle, made of ma- 
hogany and highly ornamented with 
bronze. In the legs will be set ventila- 
tors, and at the back of the rises will 
be others. There will be po flat ventila- 
tors as forineriy, and it will be almost 
impossible for the members to expec- 
torate into the new ventilators. 


Under the galleries will be construct- 


ed an air chamber similar to that under 
the floor of the house. The old benches 
will be replaced with opera chairs of 
handsome design with ventilators in 
the legs. Tho galleries have never be- 
fore been ventilated. The improvement 
will necessitate a reduction in the seat- 
ing capacity of one row in each gallery, 
but the seats will be much, more com- 
fortable. Provision will be made for 
drawing off the impure air as it rises to 
the ceiling. 


Among other Improvements at the 


capitol will be a complete change from 
steam power to electricity, and hereaft- 
er all machinery and elevators will bo 
operated by electricity. The roofs oi 
the senate and the house chambers will 
be changed by substituting an addi- 
tional row of skylights ten feet wide on 
each side which will light the galleries, 
now quite dark, and give much addi- 
tional light on the floors. 


Seats will be provided for 400 mem- 


bers of the Louse. The interior of the 
house chamber will be sumptuously 
fitted up. The wails will be newly fres- 
coed, the ceilings retouched and new 
carpets and mahogany furniture In- 
stalled. Arrangements will be made by 
which summer furniture consisting of 
cane seated chairs and matting may be 
put In on May 1 during the long ses- 
sions. The swinging doors, now of 
green baize, will be of heavy mahoga- 
ny and plate glass. Mahogany tables, 
chairs and lounges will replace the old 
red plush articles which have done 
duty so long in the lobby. 


In flreprooflng the wing formerly oc- 


cupied by the Congressional library 
Mr. Wood, assistant architect of the 
capitol, will make a chamber 14 feet 
to height which will overlook the city 
and be well adapted for restaurant 
purposes should congress determine to 
remove the restaurants from the rooms 
they now occupy in the basement Mr. 
Wood contemplates placing above the 
double roof one of copper. If this is 
done, an arrangement will be made to 
maintain streams of water constantly 
flowing over the copper roof in summer 
to keep the chamber cool.

Municipal Ownership Hear- 


ing the Batt!e Ground for 
Bonnar and Richardson 


SEARCHING QUESTIONS 


AND LIVELY ARGUMENTS 


Prolonged Session the Scene o! Many 


Passages at Arms. 
No Sugges- 


tion Made o! Action to be 


Taken. Other Speakers 


The municipal gag cock "was turned on 
at city hall last night and for two and 
a half hours the stupifying stream of 
facts, figures and fancies flawed with 
unbroken strength in the long antici- 
pated municipal light hearing-. At the 
end of the first hour Chairman Per-y 
requested that the doors and windows 
be thrown open to save the assembly 
from municipal asphyxiation. At theend 
of the second hour another attempt at 
rescue was made in the abrupt 
ad- 


journment of 
the hearing. But still 


the overpowering: stream flowed °n, 
until extreme calamity was 
averted 


by the vigorous application 
of re- 


suscitating measures. 


"Whatever the practical outcome of 


this first attempt to provide for official 
discussion of the question of the munic 
jpal ownership of a lighting plant, arid 
nothing in the nature of a practical 
outcome was indicated in the hearing, 
the affair was a tremendous success as 
a spectacular entertainment. Starting 
as a committee hearing, it soon devel- 
loped into a 
joint 
debate 
between 


Councilman David Bonnar, advocate of 
municipal ownership and 
Coi. F. S. 


Richardson, manager of the North Ad- 
ams gas company. Efforts on the part 
of the chairman to confine the 
af- 


fair to the limits cf what was at the 
start designated as a full and orderlv 
hearing proved futile, 
in the 
lively 


struggle on the part of the leading dis 
putants to harmonize conflicting- fig- 
ures on the same tonics. 


The hearing started in to run on 


schedule time, with 20 minutes for first 
speakers on each side, 15 for second, 
and so on clown to five. But after the 
first argument this schedule was as 
completely lost sight of as an electric 
road time table on 
cfrcus day, 
and 


everybody ran. on his own crivate time 
ard. The collisions that resulted were 
none of them fatal, but lent an air of 
excitement and 
uncertainty 
to the 


proceedings that added greatly to their 
scenic value. 


The time limit 
set for the 
final 


rounding ut> of all scattering 
argu- 


ments was 10 o'clock. At this hour 
Col Richardson and Mr. Bonnar, hav- 
ing clashed arguments bravely for two 
hours, were rapturously engaged in ad 
ding up the same column of figures 
together Put of the same book, with 
Mr. Bonnar's hottest shot in the form 
of a question still unanswered. To 
the question as to whether they had 
more to say, both the colonel and the 
councilman answered "no" and Chair- 
man Perry interposed a decided "the 
hearing is adjourned." 


The audience was dispersing when 


CoTonel Richr.rdson was reminded that 
he had left Mr. Bonnar's question still 
xinanswered. Hastily calling back the 
fragments of the audience, he outlined 
a reply, and'before the 
friends 
of 


cither side could interpose, the battle 
•uas on again. Thus it went till 10.30 
when the two were reminded by the 
city solicitor that they had wandered 
far away from the question of munic- 
ipal ownership of the ?o;al gas plant, 
and the affair was called off. 


BASIS OF THE ARGUMENTS 


The hearing resulted in nothing, so 


far as a definite proposal that 
the 


matter be referred in any way to thi> 
council or voters for action was con- 
cerned. This was not even sujrpro-sted. 


It was largely a contest of skillfully 


presented facts for and against munic- 
ipal ownership, with some interesting 
side-sufrgestions thrown in by the few 
who took part aside from the two chief 
speakers. Mr. Bonr.ar's opening argu- 
ment was chiefly one on the theory of 
municipal ownership in general, with 
oc-r^ous quotations from economists, 
and some comment on municipal own- 
ership in practice in other cities. Col- 
onel Richardson's position was based 
on the presentation of almost innum- 
erable figures, concerning municipal 
ownership \* 
other 
Massachusetts 


citie?. and the conditions of the local 
situation 


The only other speakers in the reg- 


ular hearing, asida from a few vho 
asked questions, were "VV G. Cady, T\ho 
came out decidedly against municipal 
ownership and condemned the nresent 
city ownership nf the water 
works, 


and Councilman Ladam, who advocat- 
ed municipal ownership 


Mr. Bonnar's argument was based 


on the claim that the people should 
control what they 
create. 
Colonel 


Richardson's argument was ba«rd OH 
the claim that the people would actual- 
ly lose in attempting to control this 
particular form of industry. 


Siifh suggestions as that the w.itor 


works would give bettor service undo- 
private control ,that thorf »should he 
municlapl control for the milk busi- 
ess or that the local coal business was 
n worse monopoly thnn anything el?e, 
were merely enlivening incidental fea- 
tures 


Interesting features of the hearing 


were tho extreme respect which Mr. 
Bonnar prorlaimod thnt he had" for 1h< 
ability and honesty of the gas com- 
pany officials, the utmost good 
wll! 


which Oolonel Richardson professed 
for Mr Bonnar personally, and the fre- 
quent Mts of hwifcd "ntnrrosratlon 
on, both sides concerning motives am] 
methods. 


THE HEARING OPENED 


There wag a gathering of about 30 


in the council chamber when tit S 
o'clock Chairman ferry o; the council 


comnilttee on resolutions called the 
meeting- to order. This gathering1 In- 
cluded the mayor, city solicitor, sev- 
eral councllmen, and a representative 
showing of citizens, and was increas- 
ed to about 50 during the evening 


City Clerk Brooker read the call for 


the hearing, and Mr. Perry then in- 
troduced 
the 
subject briefly. The 


council, he said, felt without question 
that it was due the committee that all 
public questions should be fully dis- 
cussed so that the citizens might know 
both sides. As there are always two 
•sidfes to a question, the people should 
know the arguments against asi well 
as for the municipal ownership, so 
as to be able to act intelligently. 


lie said there was never from first 


to last the least objection to the hear- 
ing, which was delayed only b; his 
own absence from the city which was 
unavoidable. 


In order that there might be an VMM 


derly expression of views the commit- 
tee had decided that the speakers on 
each side should alternate, the first 
two bring allowed 20 minutes each the 
next two 15 minutes the next two 10 
minutes, 
and 
all 
other speakers 


limited to five minutes. He then called 
for a speaker in favor of municipal 
ownership. 


MR, BONNAR'S ARGUMENT . 


Councilman Bonnar, who introduc 


ed the resolution calling for the hear- 
ing in the council, rose, and made the 
opening argument. He said that hav- 
ing introduced tho resolution it r>er- 
haps" devolved on him to make the 
leading remarks in favor of municipal 
ownership. It had been said by some 
that the resolution was inspired by 
politics, others that it was due to spita 
But ho said, there was in it neither 
sentiment, nor spite, nor politics. Its 
theory was a theory based on facts, 
and justice was its only motive, so 
that the citizens should have'the val- 
ues which they themselves had create?! 
The opponents of municipal ownership 
eay that 
experiments 
always show 


losing results, that political jobbery 
gets in, and that there is less econ- 
omy where lighting plants are in con- 
tro) of the public. 


To disprove these, he read a com- 


ment from a New york paper showing 
how in Chicago the 
city's lighting 


plant had not only lowered the cost o£ 
street lighting, but resulted in so great 
a saving that the city will scon own 
clear a million dollar lighting plant. 


After reading many facts and fig- 


ures, he turned to the purely theo- 
retical side of the question, reading a 
lengthy quotation from John Stuart 
Mill favoring municipal control 
of 


monopolies as 
essential 
to 
having 


them run in the interests of the public. 
Coming to the evils of monopolies, still 
qu'oting Mill, he interpolated the ex- 
planation that he did not mean to 
refer to the local company, which he 
did not believe did any of things men- 
tioned. He quoted several 'other au- 
thorities, and then 
read figures to 


show a reduction of fully one half in 
the price of light where there . was 
municipal control. 


Coming to the relation of the price 


of gas and its cost, he quoted figures 
to show that the price had little real 
relation to the actual cost, and that 
prices were for the most part multi- 
ples of 50 or 23. Many cities showed 
in their figures that private companies 
always charged much more than what 
would give them a fair profit, as in 
Chicago, where 65 cents a thousand 
would give a fair profit, and yet the 
price was $1 a thousand. 


Here Mr. Botinar 
had 
exhasuted 


more than his alloted 20 minutes, and 
stopped. 


THE FIRST DE84TE 


"When the other side was called for 


Colonel Richardson said he would pre- 
fer to make his statement 
after all 


those in favor of municipal ownership 
had spoken,as he wanted simply to 
answer the points brought up, 
This 


brought out quite a lively little pas- 
sage at arms during which W. G. 
Cady made a brief speech, and at the 
clost of which the committee agreed to 
let the colonel do as he wished. "When 
this decision was -announced, Council- 
man Ladam, who was then on his feet, 
said he didn't think it was fair at ali- 
as he thought the opposition should ba 
heard and then all given a chance to 
talk and ask questions. 
There fol- 


lowed another brief debate on this 
point, and then, Mr. Ladam speaking 
mere at length, Colonel Pachardson 
decided net to wait longer, but to 
launch his opening. 


W. G. Cady>s*0pi>o*'»!on 


Mr. Cady, in his talk, said that the 


time did not seem to him ripe for mum 
cipal ownership. We are a city of 
short duration, and we would better 
not go into this matter at once. Pos- 
sible at some future time it 
would 


seeni in order. Conditions in the older 
countries where municipal ownership 
is better established conditions are 
different, but we must consider local 
conditions. We have the water works, 
which are held up as an example ot 
municipal ownership, but how do we 
know that if the water works were 
under the control of a private com- 
pany we should get water for less 
than we do now. In his opinion there 
was no doubt that private ownership 
would give better results in the water 
department, than we have today. 


Councilman Lndntu in Fnvor 


Councilman Ladam, in his talk, said 


it apparently rested with tho advo- 
cates of municipal ov.novship to prove 
that it uas a gemd thing for North Ad- 
ams. He asked if there could be any- 
thing better as r. business propostion 
than this. He paid tho mayor a com- 
pliment for his oarrful and intelligent 
thought on public ciwsUons, and took 
iKsus with the former speaker on tho 
water works question. The belief had 
been expressed that water would bi) 
cheaper. 
But to whom would the 


money go if not to privateindividuals" 
If we can borrow money for the c:ty 
at a little over three per cent and ca'i 
pay eight per cent on a capital invest- 
ed of 
$200,000 for a gas plant, why 


wasn't it a solid business proposition? 
He instanced tho prosperity of the gas 
company as evidence that it would 
pay the city, and R-tid that five out of 
every six of tho hunch odd of men ho 
had talked with were in ^favor < £ 
municipal, ownership.
